Death of Mr. Samuel B* Twitchell. 


In the death of Mr. Samuel B 
Twitchell, which occurred last Satur¬ 
day morning, Bethel loses one of her 
most hoftored and highly respected 
citizens. There are few people in 
Bethel who have been as closely ai« 
liedto the town and its various in¬ 
terests as has Mr. Twitchell and 
he leaves a record behind him which 
all would do well to seek to copy. 
There are men, who by their genuine 


Legislature in 1879 an d 1880, during 
the famous count out term and it 
was his vote that settled the Hale 
and Frye fight for the United States 
Senate his vote being cast for Hale.

worth, give strength and character 
to all-with which they have to do 
and Mr. Twitchell was certainly one 
of those men. A man of keen busi¬ 
ness judgment, he was not only sue 
cessful in his own affairs but was 
muchsought, after in connection with 
the affairs of others. He was ever 
characterized by his fellowmen as 
one having a mind of his own and 
though some might consider him at 
times conservative yet his conserva¬ 
tism was ever at a premium and men I 
of best judgment sought his 
opinion and never questioned his 
position. His town and its institu¬ 
tions! and people were dear to him, 
their interests were his interests and 
he was happiest when he could be 
of service regardless of remunera¬ 
tion. In him the town had a worthy 
son. In his death is lost one of its 
strongest and truest citizens; as 
one has said, “a character like him¬ 
self, well-formed, firm and straight”. 

Samuel Barker Twitchell, son of 
Col. Thaddeus Twitchell and Sukey 
Barker Twitchell was born in Bethel, 
Mar. 16, 1829. He was the only 
son of five children the others being 
Abigail ,B. who, married Dr. R. G. 
Wiley, Foxanna A., married Alphin 
Twitchell, Mary E. married David 
Garland, and Susanna R., married 
K. Mason. The-latter is the only 
surviving one of the five. 

He was born and always lived on 
the old Twitchell homestead, helping 
his father clear much of the farm 
which to-day is one of the best farms 
in the Androscoggin valley. He also 
helped set many of the trees along 
the rbad which add so much to the 
beauty-of Mayville. He was educat¬ 
ed in the common schools and 
Gould’s Academy being one of Dr. 
True’s pupils. 

In his earlier days he wasin trad e 
in the store where Jotham Chapman 
now lives and at that time he had a 
large trade with the lumbermen 
throughout the lake region. He was 
obliged to give up trade, however, 
on account of poor health and has 
since given his attention to the man¬ 
agement of his farm. 

On Dec. ir, 1853 he married Miss 
Melvina A. Chapman who died .Feb. 

9,1889. Three children were.born 
to them, Marion Blanchard, wife 
of Clarence W. Hobbs of Wor¬ 
cester, Mass., Susie Barker and 
Florence Eiiza each of whom lived 
in Bethel with their father. There 
are two grandsons, Clarence W. and 
Samuel Twitchell Hobbs. 

Besides holding various town of¬ 
fices from time to tithe Mr. Twitchell 
represented his district in the State 


who was called often to assist in the 
adjustment of financial matters of 
both public and private nature. 

He was a dear lover of nature and 
always took great delight in riding 
out wi h his family and noting the 
rich rare beauties of nature as seen 
among our Oxford hills. He was 
like appreciative of true worth and 
character and was one to show his 
appreciation of true manhood- and 
womanhood as seen in those 
with whom he met from day to day. 

Mr. Twitchell enjoyed good health 
until less than two years ago. 
About one year ago he went to the 
Maine General Hospital for treat¬ 
ment and although he returned much 
improved yet his condition has not 
since been encouraging. During 
the summer he has - been quite well 
and has been more or less active un- 
til-the first of September when he 


was obliged to take his room since 
which time there has been little hope 
of his recovery. He held his keen 
senses to the last and directed the 
work of his farm until his last day. 

The funeral was held at his late 
home Monday afternoon, Rev, C. 
N. Gleason officiating. A large cir¬ 
cle of relatives and friends were pres- 
ent to pay their last tribute to one 
they honored, and mourn the loss of 
one they loved and admired.

Consequently they’have to be watched 
closely, or they will attack and devour 
stores left in their way, especially 
bacon, which must be hung out of 
their reach. At night, when camp is 
pitched, the moment a blanket is 
thrown npofa the ground they will run 
into it and curl up, and neither cuffs 
nor kicks suffice to budge them. They 
lie as close to the men who own them 
as possible, and the miner cannot 
wrap himself so close that they wfll 
not get under the blanket with him. 
They are human, too, in their disin¬ 
clination to get out in the morning,—

The prejudice against silage 
for horses is handed down from 
early silo experiments when Imma¬ 
ture corn was improperly packed in 
square silos The silage thus made 
was very sour In the middle and of¬ 
ten rotten in the corners of the silo. 
Silage has proven valuable for all 
kinds of farm stock, including hogs 
and chickens. It is the cheapest 
feed ever produced on the farm. The 
cost of silage has been estimated as 
low as $1.60 per ton. The highest 
responsible estimate placed the cost 
at from $2 to $2.60 per ton. Horses 
like silage better than corn stalks, 
and a feed of from one peck to one- 
half bushel is eaten with relish and 
it does them good. In addition to 
the food nutrients contained in si¬ 
lage the succulence is valuable.

As a per¬ 
fectly level road can seldom be had, it 
is well to know the steepest allowable 
grade.

Water as a Fertilizer. '. 

Investigations carried on by S. W. 
MeCallie,. assistant state geologist o£ 
Georgia, acting in co-operation with 
the United States Geological Survey, 
according to 'the National Geographic 
Magazine, have revealed the presence 
of interesting and perhaps valuable 
properties in some of the artesian 
waters in’ the Costal Plain of that 
state.* Waer taken from a deep well at 
Baxley showed on analysis 5.5 . parts 
per 1,000,000 of phosphoric acid, Which 
would indicate that it might be’used 
for fertilizing, as well as for irrigating 
barrerrfleids/. ' 

. In other words, it may he acceptable 
to the desert land as both food and 
drink. It is estimated that a layer of 
this- phosphoric acid-bearing water 12 
inches deep over one acre of land would 
exert a fertilizing effect equal to that 
of 200 pounds of commercial fertilizer.

Samoa’s Strange Worms. 

A puzzle for naturalists, of many 
years’ standing, has just been solved 
by German and English investigators 
Periodically, in the autumn, the sea 
round the Samoan Islands suddenly 
swarms with headless marine worms, 

known to natives as the palolo. 

The creatures are very slender, and 
average about 1G inches in length. 
It is now known that the palolo bores 
into the reek rock of the islands, and 
that in its complete state it. consists 
of a thicker anterior part, about four 
inches long, carrying the-head, and a 
more slender and segmented poste¬ 
rior part, which at particular seasons 
separates off and swims about; and 
in this headless form the worms are 
so numerous .that the water seems 
absolutely “alive” with them.—Youth’s 
Companion.
